WHY I PLAN TO TEACH 
By John D, Cornwell 
From “Phi Delta Kappa” 

John D. Cornwell is a student in 
the Graduate school, University of 
California, after four years as a 
naval aviator. 

Nearly ten yerrs ako I decided to 
become a teacher. The reasons which 
prompted my decision then have be- 
come increasingly clear with time, 
and neither four years of military 
gervice nor time-out for industrial 
work prior to college has changed 
this plan. 

With actual teaching about to be- 
come a reality, I look forward to 
many apportunities which I feel 
teaching alone can offer. 

Teaching Will Enrich My. Family 
Life 

Teaching should give me a wide 
background of experience on which 
to base the raising of my own child- 
ren. I am in full agreement with 
Froebel that education begins in the 
home, and I therefore want to be 
well-informed on the principles and 
practices of that education. 

I believe that if a teacher is a fam- 
ily man, and vice versa, he will have 
a fuller measure of understanding 
to give to both his profession and to 
his. home. Important too is the atmo- 
sphere of progress and learning that 
is reflected in a teacher’s home, 

>In connection with my family life, 
I believe that teaching is a measure 
of the pulse of the community and 
that in this medium I can best take 
an active part in community life and 
problem-solving. 

Teaching Will Give Me Free Time 

eof My Own 
This item is closely related to a 


richer home life as well as to per- 
sounul satisfaction, I expect teaching 
to take much more work and time 
than is confined in the routine hours 
but the summer vacations will more 
than make up for this. During these 
vacations, there will be time to go 
places, gee new things, develop new 
interests and do. many things to 
broaden ane's aspect of life. All of 
these extra sctivities should contri- 
bute to better the quality of my 
leadership. 

I believe that a teacher should not 
be content only to explain and guide; 
I feei deeply that he should develop 
qualities of leadership in himself and 
in turn in the youth whom he leads. 
This usualy comes through partici- 
pation in “extracurricular activities’ 
which, without some free time, would 
not be easy to manage. Free week- 
ends, due to five-day working weeks, 
and an extra hour in the afternoon, 
make this possible, 

The element of free time also will 
give me extra opportunity to take 
part in community’ activities furth- 
er increasing leadership. 

Teaching Is Constructive and 

” and Creative 

It takes only a short while in in- 
dustrial employment to see the ad- 
vantage of teaching in this respect. 
Industry deals with material crea- 
tions that usually have a_ limited 
time for use, while teaching deals 
with constructive shaping of the 
elements of living that will endure 
through succeeding generations. One 
of John Dewey’s strong points, about 
which he builds his philosophy of 
education, is the shaping of the fu- 
ture through living today in the full- 
est way possible. Teaching is one of 
the professions that can best bestow 
this gift. 

Teaching Means Working With 

Youth 

This is idea}! Here is an opportun- 
ity where I shall be remunerated for 
work in which I feel there is no 
equal, It is here that a person. works 
with the future! What we inspire 
the youth of today to attain will 
determine the quality of mankind 
for the years to come,

A TRIBUTE TO R. B. BENNETT 


By R. J, Deachman 

R. B. Bennett went to Calgary in 
1897 and entered the law office of 
the late Senator James Lougheed. I 
went to the same good town in 1905 
and remained in the West for twenty 
one years, I look back now and try 
to sum up the qualities which en- 
abled him to satisfy his lofty ambi- 
tiong and make him, at times, the 
most.spectacular man in the Domin- 
ion of Canada. 

He was of powerful physique, cap- 
able of sustained physical and men- 
tal effort. He could grasp quickly 
the purport of ‘anything he read. He 
had a fixed goal and drove towards. 
it with every ounce of energy he pos- 
sessed. He achieved guccess at the 
bar, accumulated a fortune, became 
Prime Minister of Canada There 
were other goals which expanded and 
ripened with the years. These too he 
reached and kept. 

Years ago a leading bar- 
vister said to me: “Mr, Bennett is a 
brilliant lawyer. He gives his client 
everything that ig in him but he is 
@ poor counsel.” That was, I think, 
true in his political career. His depth 


American said to the Canadian farm- 
er let us pull down the fence and 
let my cattle “into your pasture. 
That my friends is Reciprocity, that's 
what this Government wants us to 
do,” 

The statement had no relationship 
to facts. It ignores the meaning of

If he failed in 
tne larger field of Canadian politics 
he was not entirely to blame, The 
™man who became Prime Minister of 
Canada in 1930 didn’t have his 
troubles to seek, they were in his 
lap from the moment he entered his 
office. acti a 

Once some years ago I met, him as 
I was coming out of the Palliser 
Hotel in Calgary, “Hello”, he said, 
“what are you doing here”, “Writ- 
ing on agricultural topics for an 
Bastern Daily”, I answered “What 
do you think of the future of agricul- 
ture in Canada?” I outlined my view 
in four or five sentences: “Larger 
farms, more specialization, increas- 
ed mechanization, when we get round 
to it, a constant effort for expanding 
markets.” “You are perfectly right” 
he said, “I reached that conclusion 
after careful study five or six years 
ago”. Then he delivered an address 
which lasted about six minutes, . It 
was clear and cogent, but I was puz-

Those who take the greatest delight in typographical 
‘errors are newspaper people. Admittedly the joke is very 

' gour if the error is in their own paper, but any mistake 
which is discovered in the printed word of any other 
publication brings peculiar satisfaction. It just goes to 
show that there is no publication which can lay honest 
elaim to.freedom from error. ~ : 

The general public, too, seems to gloat over mistakes 
in print. It gives a great feeling of superiority to detect 
a word or line misplaced, or a word misspelled or upside 
down, or to find, as is often the case, half-a-<lozen lines 
jumbled. People are inclined to say ‘‘Such carelessness, 
such inefficiency,’’ and.to look with satisfaction upon 
their own errorless record of business. 

Yet the chances of mistakes in the average newspaper 
are appalling in their number. For example the linotype 
machine which sets up the copy requires nine operations 
before one letter of one word is actually get. The touch 
on the typewriter has a depression of one inch, and on 
the linotype the depression is 3/16 of an inch, This gives 
an indication of the precision involved in linotype work 
which turns out the printed word. That is the’mechanical 
end, of greatest importance. Incidentally the linotype 
setter, as he works, keeps a constant eye out for misspel- 
led words, wrong punctuation, obvious errors which he 
can correct as he goes along: _ 

Then there are the reporters whose duty it is to gather 
the copy which the typesetter turns into metal. Suppos- 
ing a little eight or ten-page weekly requires 25,000 words 
of news about all the various activities of the district, 
there is chance of mistake in every word. Despite a con- 
scientious aim at accuracy there is always the possibility 
of error. The printed word enjoys none of the untram- 
melled freedom of the spoken word. It is under a scrutiny 
from which there is no graceful retreat; no evasion. It is 
there in print. Contrast that position with the word-of- 
mouth story which is tossed from person to person grow-

ing as it moves on, changing color and intent, till it fin- ° 


ally has lost all kinship with the original germ from 
which it sprang: Try to trace the vast majority of these 
stories to their source, and you are lost in a maze of den- 
ials, retreats and side-stepping. The newspaper has no 
such ‘easy ‘‘out.’’ : 

Then later there is the proofreading of news and‘ ad- 
vertisements—proofreading for spelling, for names, for 
grammar, for trade names, for continuity of meaning, for 
accuracy (with possibly some concessions to circum- 
stances and nature of the subject). In‘every word of ev- 
ery line a gremlin may lurk, escaping the eye of two or 
three proofreaders only to leap out in all its enormity 
once the paper is off the préss and it is too late to do 
anything about it, 

To anyone initiated in the various processes of press 
publication it is never surprising if there are occasional 
mistakes. The.wonder is that there are not more. This is 
particularly true of the daily papers with which we are 
most’ familiar. They maintain a very high standard, as 
do our weekly exchanges. , 

If there are errors from. time to time—either laugh- 
able or annoying—the public is at least assured that they 
are not errors of intent, never that. Put it down to a 
moment’s distraction, unconscious skipping of one line 
of type, or last minute rush, If you are charitable, give a 
thought to the columns in which there are no errors,-and 
the relatively few mistakes in relation to the volume 
printed. It is doubtful if other lines of business show any 
higher average of ihfallibility. The difference. is that in 
the newspaper business every error comes under the eye 
of all the public. In most other lines of business there is 
on such publicity. Knowledge of any slip-up is confined 
to the two or three people directly concerned, :

Poison Ivy 


Every year many ‘adults, and 
children, are acvidentally 
yoisoned from contact with Poison 
vy. ‘Susceptible persons need br 
touch a plant to be afflicted with 
severe skin inflammations and wate: 
blisters. Persons who learn to recog: 
nize and then to avoid Poison Ivy 
can save themselves much discom- 
fort and. inconvenience. 
Description. Poison Ivy is a 
woody perennial shrub which multi- 
plies‘ by seed and underground root- 
stocks. In the prairie provinces it 
is usually not over 12 to 18 inches 
in height, The leaves of Poison Ivy 
always consist of three leaflets. The 
old saying, “Leaflets three, let it be,” 
reminds us of the one sure way to 
spot Poison Ivy. The leaflets are 
usually oval in shape. They are 
sd0th, at least on the upper sur- 
face, and have even margins (not 
toothed or notched).2 The flowers 
and berries are clustered in the 
axils of the leaves. The berries are 
usually creamy-white in colour, A 
photograph of Poison Ivy has been. 
reproduced on a printed leaflet. 
Copies may be obtained, free of 
charge, from Line Elevator grain 
buyers. School teachers should avail 
themselves of this opportunity. 
Control. Since Poison Ivy is 
largely confined to the margins oi 
woods, eradication is difficult. How- 
ever, when found in picnic grounds, 
summer resorts, and other grounds 
irequented by people, particularly 
children, it should be rooted out 
ind burned. If hand pulling is 
undertaken, rubber boots and 
gloves should be worn, and all! 
clothing ‘washéd after the job is 
completed. Spraying with sodium 
chlorate will afford effective contro! 
of Poison Ivy, though at least two 
—- arg usually necessary 
reatment for Poisoning.” Many 
remedies have been suggested to 


ease the burning and _ irritation 
caused by Poison Ivy. The United 
States Public Health Service recom 
mends a 10 per cent alcoholic solu 
lion of tannic acid applied as # 
lotion, If poisoning is severe, a 
physician should be consulted be 
fore any home remedies are applied

able following announcement of pro- 
clamation of Section 14 of the Na- 
tional Housing Act in the House of 
Commons on June 30. 

The announcement stated that 


there would be some delay ‘before 
loans. could be made on any type of 
farm in Saskatchewan or on grain- 
growing farms in Manitoba & Alber- 
ta. It was explained that early in the 
year discussions had been held with 
the governments of the prairie pro- 
vinces with a view .to introducing a 
flexible payment mortgage for use 
on grain-growing farms, This new 
method would replace the orthodox 
mortgage calling for a fixed annual 
money payment regardless of crop 
conditions. The flexible payment prin- 
ciple woula provide an adequate es- 
cape clause to relieve farmers of 
making payments during years of 
crop failure. In good crop years, in- 
| stalments would be increased in dir- 
ect proportion to the yield and value 
of the grain crop grown. ’ 

“To use this new mortgage form,” 
it was stated, “certain adjustments

While there was a great deal of in- 
terest shown in the proposals, the 
required amending legislation was 
not passed at the last sessions of the 
three legislatures. Negotiations are 
continuing with the governments 
concerned, however, in an effort to 
complete arrangements for using 
flexible payment mortgage.’ 

As far as Saskatchewan is cohcern- 
ed, the statement explained that 
“the facilities of the Act cannot be 
extended to any kind of farm until 
more general debt legislation prob- 
lems are clarified,” 

Applications will be received from 
Manitoba and Alberta farmers, how- 
ever, and where the applicants oper- 
ate farms which are not primarily 
grain-growing and where Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation 
agrees that the ordinary payment 
mortgage is satisfactory, such ap- 
plications may be approved, Applica- 
tions will also be considered from 
the five eastern provinces and Bri- 
tiah-Columbia, “ 

Under the provisions of Section 14 
of the National Housing Act, loans 
may be made to farm owners to as- 
sist in the construction of modern, at 
tractive and comfortable houses, 
Such loans bear interest at 444% per 
annum and are repayable over a 
period of up to 20 years after the date 
of completion of the house. 

The maximum loan available to 
the owner of a farm on which there 
is no existing mortgages or other en- 
cumbrance is limited to the least of 
$5,000, the cost of building the houge 
or two-thirds of the appraised: value 
of the farm, Howeven, if there is al- 
ready a mortgage or other encum- 
‘brance on the farm, Section 14 of the 
Act permits a maximum loan 
amounting to the least of $8,000; the 
aggregate of the cost of building the 
house and the amount necessary to 
pay allsencumirances, or two-thirds 
of the appraised value of the farm, 

To assist the farmer in repaying a 
loan, arrangements have been made 
for payment in annul, semi-annual 
or monthly instalments depending on 
the type of farm he operates and the 
frequency with which he receives his 
income during the year. 

A pamphlet entitled “Farm Hous- 
ing , which explains the farm 
section of the National Housing Act 
in detail, is being prepared by Cen- 
tral Mortgage and Housing Corpora-
